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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 12/15/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's assertion that the prior art cited does not disclose a heating wire 
partially buried in the electric insulating material body, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
insulating body essentially forms a cup shaped structure in the Held ('894) reference. The wire 
is then covered in insulating material and placed in the cup shaped structure. The placing of the 
wire partially inside of the area formed from the cup consists of partially burying the wire into 
the insulating body. Here burying is defined reasonable broadly as depositing in, covering, or 
obscuring from view. Though the wire is not necessarily in contact with the insulating layer, 7, 
of the Held figure, it is enclosed by the cup shaped structure. In the view of the examiner, this 
reading satisfies the claim language as currently written. Further, it is not stated in the current 
rejection that the entire cavity is filled with an insulating material. Rather, it is stated that 
insulating material fills the area around the heating element. Or more precisely, the heating 
element is covered with insulating material inside the cavity formed by the insulating material 7 
described above. This is similarly the case in the other cited art. 

As the amendments only address formal issues not related to patentability the amendment 
is allowed but all current rejections are maintained. 

Further, as the current rejection is deemed proper and the rejection was made in response 
to amendments after the initial non-final rejection, the finality of the rejection is deemed proper 
and is not withdrawn at this time.
